IN HIS OWN BEHALF.

HE CITES FIVE PRECEDENTS TO 
JUSTIFY HIS ACTION.

Asserts That Death : Was Fitting 
Punishment for the Offenses of the 
Natives—General Feeling is That the 


Court-martial Will Acquit Him. 


MANILA, April 11.—[{By Manila Ca- 
Maj. Littleton W. ‘fT. Waller of 
the Marine Corps, who is being tried 
by court-martial on the charge of exe- 
cuting Samar natives without. trial, 
addressed the court today. The major 
said he was either right or wrong in 
his actions, and added that he desired 
to cite five precedents which came un- 
der, the head of his own case. He a)- 
luded to the naval battle of Santiago 
and the humanity he had shown the 
Spaniards who were captured, and said 
he had had many letters from Span- 
iards thanking him for the kindness he 
had shown them. 

Continuing, the major said that in 
1882 he was with the British forces in 
Egypt where Arabs captured pickets 
of Bengal cavalry, decapitated the 
prisoners, and placed their heads on 
poles. Maj. Waller said all the Arabs 
were caught and shot without trial. 
During the campaign in China, the 
Chinese mutilated the dead and tor- 
tured the wounded to death. Conse- 
quently, when a Boxer or a fanatic was 
captured he was executed immediately 
without reference. This was true in 
the case of the troops of every nation 
in China. It was true during the three 
weeks he commanded troops there, but 
the same thing occurred there when 
he was no longer in command. 

No protest was made, and he had 
every right to believe that his acts 
were approved, so far as the Ameri- 
can forces were concerned. He knew 
they were approved by those of other 


nations. 

“It is impossible to conceive such 
treachery as that of the natives of 
Samar,” said the major. “‘They revel 
in biloéd, and have an appetite for 
wanton sacrilege of the human body. 
These fiends stole Capt. Cornell's class 
ring, filled the soldiers’ bodies with 
jam and jelly, and attempted to mur- 
der my command. I shot them. I hon- 
estly thought then that I was right, 
and I believe so now. Neither my peo- 
ple nor the world’ will believe me to be | 
a murderer.” 

Capt. T. Marix, Marine Corps, repre- 
senting Maj. Waller, in a forceful ar- 
gument maintained that Waller's ac- 
tions were justified by martial law, 
quoting numerous authorities on the 
subject. Capt. Marix also said he re- 

retted that the prosecution had Seen 
At to call Gen. Smith.

HAD BEEN DEAD THIRTY MINUTES 
WHEN IT ARRIVED.

Prosecuting Attorney Hearing of New 
Testimony Had Recimmended That 
the Governor Grant a Reprieve, but 
“3a ‘Delayed Action Until Too

ST. LOUIS (Mo.) April 11.—Henry 
Flutcher, colored, was hanged at sun-’ 
rise today for the murder of Lewis 
Roth, 16 years old, August 27, 1900. At 
6:45 a.m., thirty minutes after the fatal 
drop, a telegram was received by Sher- 
iff Joseph E. Dickman, from Gov. Dock- 
ery, granting a respite of fifteen days. 
At 11 o’clock last night Circuit Attor- 
ney Folk telegraphed Gov. Dockery 
recommending a ten days’ reprieve in 
order to investigate more fully testi- 
mony to the effect that Flutcher acted 
in gelf-defense fhen he killed Roth. 
A message from Jefferson City . said 
that the Governor, when aroused by 
the messenger, stuck his head out of 
a second-story window and asked 
“what's wanted?” 

The messenger told him the nature 
of the message and he ordered it put 
under the door. Sheriff Dickmann 
concluded that this méant no inter- 
ference. 

At 5:50 Sheriff Dickmann told the 
condemned boy to prepare for the march 
to the gallows. The next few minutes 
were epent in prayer, Flutcher prayi 
aloud in a firm voice. When he had 
finished, he turned to a deputy and 
placed his arms behind him. 

“We'll go now,” he said, quietly, and 
the nig was tied over his elbows. 

The y walked to the gallows with 
@ steady step, and when asked by the 
Sheriff if he wished to say anything, 
began a —- that occupied three 
minutes. e declared that he fired the 
fatal shot. but disavowed 
tion of murder. object, said, 
was merely to disarm his assajiant. 
Flutcher concluded as follows: 

“Without the desire to reflect on the 
men who send me to this fate, the 
worst that can befall a mortal man, I 
want to say that not only have I been 
but relentlessly persecuted 
as Well. 

“This shameful end to my life, .a 
boy’s life, marks the final triumph of 
money over justice.” ° 

“I did my duty,” said Sheriff Dick- 
man, after the hanging, “and I am glad 
it ie over. The death warrant called 
on me to execute Flutcher between the 
hours of 6 in the morning and 6 in the 
afternoon. It was nearly fifteen min- 
utes after 6 in the morning when the 


fell. 

“The answer to Mr. Folk’s telegram 
to the Governor came to Four Courts at 
2:30 in the morning, in a form of a 
dispatch from the estern Union office 
a tJefferson City. I opened the tele- 
gram, thinking it might contain a re- 
prieve. Instead, it said that the Gov- 
ernor had come to a window and when 
told the nature of the message had di- 
rected Kk to be under the door 
and had shut the window without send- 
ing an answer. 

“I supposed that ended the matter, 
and left no hope. Mr. Folk, whom one 
of the newepaper men called over the 
‘phone, thought the same and so did 
the prisoner. 

“I don’t hold myself to bi The 
Governor is the one who had the au- 
thority. and he is responsible for the 
whole incident.” 

Dist.-Atty. Folk said: “There can 
be no doubt of Flutcher’s, guilt. He 
was given a fair trial before an impar- 
tial jury, and his case was fully ex- 
amined by the Supreme Court. 

“When Detectives McNeil and Har- 
rington came to my house last night at 
11 o’clock and reported that they had 
just discovered witnesses, who, it was 
alleged, through fear, had been 
restrained from appearing at the trial.

Charges of gross mismanagement of 
the affairs of the Puente crude Oll 
Company are made in a suit filed yes- 
terday by John T. Kiernan, a stock- 
holder, against the corporation, its 
vice-president P. J. Beveridge, and its; 
secretary, J. B. Bushnell. Pilainti 
asks for the immediate appointment of 
a-receiver, who shall proceed to develop 
the company’s 800 acres in the Fuller- 
ton field and put the company on a 
sound financial! basis. 


The Puente Crude Oil Company was 
incorporated in 1899, under the laws |/ 
of Arizona with a capital stock of 
$3,000,000. The following year it pur- 
chased its Fullerton property for $35,- 
000 and disposed of $65,000 worth of 
stock, although, it is alleged, no de- 
velopment work was done except to 
put down ell 800 feet, at which 
point ope s had to ‘be suspended 
for lack ofMfunds a $5000 debt. 

This debt, says the complaint, was 
incurred by the directors in May, 1900, 
when they purchased from Bushnell

$50 a month. Then Beveri and 
Bushnell are said to have formed a 
stock pool, with Beveridge as trustee, 
whereupon they issued an order to 
sell 1,500,000 shares of the capital 
stock at 1 cent a share. Such sales 
netted the company $9800, although it 
is alleged that the company has done 
no work and now there is only $1500 
In the treasury. 

About 800,000 shares of the com- 
pany’s stock was sold for 10 to 15 
cents, at which prices Kiernan nibbled 
off big chunks, but the subsequent 
gelling of 1,500,000 shares at 1 cent, it

DUN’S WEEKLY REVIEW.

AN’S AGENT VIEWS 
WORLD'S OIL FIELDS. 
LOCAL TERRITORY NOW UNDER 
HIS EAGLE EYE. 
Interesting Tour of Many Fields— 
Important Land Rulings Announced 
by United States Commissioner at 
Bakersfield—Reed Crude’s Filings. 


Dr. 8S. Otshua, a member of the Geo- 


‘logical Survey of Japan, and promi- 


nently identified with the petroleum 
industry of that country, is now in 
tRe city. As a special envoy of the 
Japanese government, he has been en. 
gaged for several months in the in- 
spection of the world’s important oil 
fields, studying the various methods 
employed in the development and ac- 
quiring such information as will be 
valuable in opening up of the promis- 
ing oil fields in the land of the 
Mikado. 

The great fields of Russia, the pro- 
ducing sections of Roumania, Ger- 
many and Galicia, and the Beaumont 
and eastern districts of the United 
States have been visited, and it is 
the resources of the flelds of this 
country that have made the most im- 
pression on the traveler. Not only 
in apparent resources does the United 
States lead, but also in the methods 
used in development. The machinery 
and other appliances are far ahead 
of those in any other field visited. In 
Russia methods of development are 
very primitive, and all work is done 
with more economy than in this coun- 
try. Ol] Is used quite extensively 
there, but little expense is gone to in 
the erection of storage tanks, or other 
conveniences. 

The one at project is a pipe-line 
scheme backed by the Russian govern- 
ment, which is now planning a pipe 
line from Baku on the Caspian Sea, to 
the Black Sea port of Batoum. The 
distance is 558 miles, and the line will 
be for the transportation of refined 

Germany is backward in taking up 
petroleum, the consumption ovine in- 
creased but little since 1895. here 
the product is very high, and for that 
reason, gas, acetyle, electricity, wood, 
etc., are used instead. 

Dr. Otshua spent considerable time 
both in France and land, inspecting 
the manufacturing briquettes, an 
industry that, he says, ws much 
possibilities. 

“The growing scarcity of coal has 
caused that fuel to vance to such 
a point that it has become expedient 
for the government to take a hand 
in the development of the petroleum of 
the country,” sald he yesterday. 
“Japan is still producing much _ coal, 
both in the provimces of Hizen and 
Kiushiu, but the output is not keep- 
ing stride with the growing ‘demand, 
which has been increasing the past 
few years, owing to great. strides 
along manufacturing lines. 

“In the last few years important dis- 
coveries of oil have been made in 
Northern Japan, and in the provinces of 
Echigo and Totomi, oil of various 
grades and gravity has been brought 
to light. So far, the development has 
been carried on withot much  sys- 
tem, the majority of the operators 
having little experience.’ Nevertheless, 
many fields have shown indications of 
great possibilities, and the government 
has decided to assist by suggesting the 
best methads to operators.’
